Goldsmiths’ Hall, London.

THE LID. Carved with eight quartefoil panels ; in the upper 
two in the left half. the Chatelaine de Vergi meets her 
Lover and explains her plan of employing the dog. In the 
lower two in the left half the dog meets the Knight in the 
orchard and the Lovers are seen together. 

In the four compartments on the right half; the Duchess 
tempts the Knight, and later denounces him to the Duke. 
The Duke draws his sword upon the Knight, but is reconciled 
on hearing his story. } 

THE BACK. Carvedwithfourcompartments. The Duke watches 
the dog run to the Knight, and sees the Lovers meet. He 
reveals the story to the Duchess under pledge of secrecy, the 
Lady of Vergi receives her summons to attend the court. 

THE LEFTEND. The Duchess and the Ladies of the Court dance 
the Carole. | 

THE FRONT. Carved with four compartments. The Lady of 
Vergi lies in despair on a bed in the inner chamber watched 
by one of the Duchess’ maidens, a sword, probably that of 
the Duke, suspended in the room. The Knight, seeing his 
Lady dead, plunges the sword into his breast. The Duke 
enters, draws out the sword and goes out with it. 

THE RIGHTEND. The Duke stops the dance and kills the Duchess 
with the sword.

records six Ivory Caskets (1301-5, 1307-9) with the same subject 
but no other appears to be recorded in bone. Louvre (Molinier 
61), Milan (Westwood 368), Metropolitan Museum, New York 
(2), Vienna (Westwood 475) ; Fragments of three other Caskets 
are known. The technique used in the construction of 
the Casket described above is very similar to that employed in 
North Italian Caskets of the 15th Century. 

The story was written in the second half of the 13th Century 
and Miss Kemp Welch in “‘ The Chatelaine of Vergi”’ states the 
poem has come down to us in eight MSS. of the 13th and 14th 
Century and seven of the 15th and 16th Century.
